REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 

To  the  Members  of  the  Salmagundi  Club: 

I  herewith  submit,  as  Treasurer,  my  report  covering  the  financial 
operations  of  the  Club  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1941. 

The  operating  statement  shows  a  loss  of  §1,324.06  as  against  a 
deficit  of  §1,394.89  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Uncollect¬ 
able  accounts  amounted  to  §556.92,  making  a  net  loss  of  §1,880.98. 

Again  your  Treasurer  has  to  remind  you  that  the  unfavorable 
showing  of  the  past  few  years  compared  to  former  years  is  due  almost 
entirely  to  the  shrinkage  in  dues,  caused  by  the  loss  in  membership. 
In  substantiation,  we  have  only  to  go  back  ten  years  to  March  31,  1931, 
when  our  total  membership  numbered  896  as  against  560  on  March 
31,  1941.  The  loss  of  336  members  means  a  decrease  in  revenue  of 
approximately  §12,000.00  annually. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  Club’s  financial  operations,  together 
with  the  Auditor’s  certificate,  are  hereto  annexed.
